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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Slate of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That all that part of the town of Taylor's
Falls, in the county of Chisago, hereinafter described,
to-wit : The east half of section eleven (11}, all of sec-
tion twelve (12), all of section thirteen (13), the east
half of section fourteen (14), all of section twenty-four
(24), the south halt of section twenty-three (23), the
south-east quarter of section twenty-two (22}, all of sec-
tions twenty-five (25) and thirty-six (36), lying west of
the St. Croix river, all of sections twenty-six (26) and
thirty-five (35), and the east half of the north-east quar-
ter of section thirty-four (34), all in township number
thirty-four north, of range number nineteen 519) west,
ghall, from and after the last Saturday in March, one
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one (1871}, consti-
tute in law one separate and independent school district.

Seo. 2. The electors residing within the limits of
said district qualified to vote at an annual school meeting
therein, shall on the last Saturday in March, A. D. one
thousand eight hundred and seventy one, at an election
to be held at the school house in district number two (2)
of Chisago county, in said district, elect by ballot six
directors of the common schools in said district, two of
whom shall be elected for one year, two for two years,
and two for three years, and annually thereafter on the
first Saturday of October, at such place as the electors
of said district may designate at the annual meeting, or
such place as the board of directors shall appoint there-
for, there shall be elected two direciors, whose regular
term of office shall continue for three years and until

which msy occur shall be filled by the remainder of the
board until the next annual election, when a new director
shall ne elected to serve for such unexpired term.

Sec. 3. At the first election of direciors for said dis-
trict, the directors of school district number two of Chi-
sago county shall preside aud receive the ballots, and the
clerk of school district number one of Chisago county
shall act as clerk of said meeting, and the aaid director
and clerk shall canvass the votes cast at said election;
and at all subsequent elections and meetings of said dis-
trict the president of the board shall preside, and the
secretary of the board shall act as clerk ; and in case of
the absence, or inability to serve, of either of said

officers, one of the other directors, to be designated by
the members of the board preseut, shall serve in his
stead. At the annual election of directors the polls shall
be kept open from ten o’clock a. M. till twelve o’clock
M., and from one o’clock to four o’clock p. M. of said day.

Sec. 4. The persons elected to the office of directors,
shall before entering upon the duties of said office, and
within ten days after his election, take and subscribe the
usual oath of office prescribed by law, which shall be
filed with the clerk of the board. The said directors
within fifteen days after their first election as atoresaid,
ghall meet and organize, by choosing from their number
a president, secretary and treasurer, and annually there-
after at the first meeting of the board after the annual
clection of directors, the said board shall reorganize in
like manner. The treusurer shall before entering upon
the duties of his office, enter into a bond with sureties to
the board in their corporate name, in such amount as the
board shall require, with sureties to be approved by the
board, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties
of his said office, and the due and lawful disbursement of
the moneys that shall comse into his hands as such oflicer,
and the payment to his successor of all such moneys
helonging to the board, remaining in his hands at the
expiration of his term of office, with the books and other
property pertaining thereto, which bond shall be recorded
and filed in the office of tho secretary of the bourd. The
said directors so orgenized and qualified, and their suc-
cessors in office, shall be a body corporate and politic in
law, by the name ot ¢ The Bourd of Education of the
town of Taylors Falls,” and as such and by that name
shall be capable of contracting and being contracted with,
sueing and being sued, pleading and befag impleaded in
any of tho courts of this state, and ghall also be capable
of receiving any gift, grant, donation or devise, made for
the use of the common schuols in said district. The said
board shall be authorized to receive all moneys accruing
to said district, and shall by resolution direct the pay-
ment of all moneys that shall come into the treasury

the money when collected shall be applied to the use of
the district.

Skc. 5. The aaid board of education shall have the
entire management and control of all common schools in
the said district, and of all houses, lands and appurten-
ances within the limits ot said district already provided
for the use of the commoun schools therein, and all moneys
accruing to the said district for school purposes, shall be
paid over to the treasurer of said board of edacation, and
the title of all real estate and personal property uow
belonging to said school districts number one and two of
Chisago county, for school purposes, shall be regarded in
law as vested in the said board of education and their
successors in office, for the use of the common schools in
the district hereby established, and the said board of
education shall succeed to all the rights and liabilities of
said districts numbers one and two of said Chisago county,
and all the property hereafter acquired by said district
hereby established for common school purposes, shall be
vested in the said board of education and their successors
in office, nnd said board may sell or dispose of any prop-
erty held by it for common school purposes, by deed to
be executed by the president thereof, whenever the elect-
ors of the said district at an annual meeting thereof shall
by vote order the sale or disposal of said property.

Seo. 6. It shall be the duty of said beard of educa-
tion, as soon as sufficient funds sball be realized therefor,
to establish and waintain within the limits of said district
such number and grades of schools as said board shall
deem for the best interest of said district; Provided,
The number of grades shall not exceed three, to-wit:
Primary department, intermediate department, and high
school departmrent, and to classify the pupils attending
said schools in corresponding classes, with reference to
the branches of study pursued, and their proficiency
therein; so that there shall be taught in the primary
department the rudiments of an English education, in the
intermediate department, such branches as are not pro-
vided in thc primary department, and are requisite to a
respectable Epglish education; and in the high school
department the higher English brauches.

Seo. 7. The said board of educaticn subject to the
provisions of section six, shall have power to determine
what various studies shall be taught in any and all of said
schools, to make and enforce all necessary rules and reg-
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tlations for the government of teachers and pupils in
said schools, and for the care and protection of the prop-
erty of said district; to employ teachers, and to pay
them a euitable compensation out of the fund accruing to
the district, under the general laws of the state or other-
wise, and appropriated to that purpose; and also to pur-
-chase for the use of the schools in said district, all ne-
cessary books, stationery and furniture for the use of said
hoard, and pay for the same out of funds of the district
‘raised for incidental expenses. '
Sec. 8. The said board rhall, previous to the first
-day of September in each and every year, determine the Expeoss, how
